DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 23-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

As to claims 23, 24, "which is capacitive" is new matter. 

As to claims 25,26,27, "point-to-point contacting" (both occurrences) is new 
matter. 

As to claims 28,29,30, "which is resistive" is new matter. 

Reason to allow claim 21 : As to claim 21 , the prior art does not permit for 
replacing Napetschnig's manual driven handle 53 with Argabrite's rotating actuator knob 
54 as the manual pressing of Nepetschnig manually driven handle is used to both cause 
the sleeve 26 to "retract" (col. 4, line 27) and load spring 16. Replacing handle 53 with 
Argabrite's rotating actuator would necessarily provide for a more complex system (i.e. 
one that requires both forcing the casing linearly downward with one hand (to "retract" 
the sleeve 26), and rotating Argabrite's knob with either another or the same hand) to 
load spring 16). The only relevant argument provided by Applicant towards allowing 
claim 21 included that of the second paragraph (i.e. Paragraph "(c)") from the bottom of 
p. 10 of Applicant's paper filed 11-8-05.
